WILL DETECT SUBMARINES. 


Fessenden Oscillator for Battleships 
»Adopted by a Warring: Power. 


One of the European powers at war 
has decided to eqyip its battleships with 
the Fessenden electric oscillator, an in- 
strument one of the uses of which is to 
make possible the detctiohn by a warship 
of the approach of a submarine and in 
time to manoeuvre out of danger or pre- 
pare for a counter attack. The instru- 
ment is the invention of an American 
electrical engineer, Prof. R. A. Fessen- 
den,. who recently returned from Eu- 


rope, where,it is said he submitted his additional 


invention. to the power referred to. 
Sound waves from the submarine’s pro- 
péllers are picked up by the oscillator. 

The above announcement will be made 
in the April issue of The American Mag- 
azine by Cleveland Moffett. 

“To put it simply,’’ says Mr. Moffett, 
“this Fessenden oscillator is a sub- 
marine sounding apparatus that can 
send its signals through the ,water, not 
through the air, -one.result being that 
these signals travel more swiftly than 
they would through the air, since sound 
moves through water at the rate of 
4,400 feet per second, while through the 
air it moves at the rate of only 1,100 
feet a second. His eee of submarine 

ind of “water wire- 
less, destined perhaps to as important a 
development as aerial wireless. 

Mr. Moffett gives a verbatim report 

Professor Fessen- 

a he. was con- 
vinced that it uld be possible. to 
transmit these underwater signals, using 
the regulation Morse code, over a dis- 
tance of. one pundred miles. A battle- 
ship equipped with. the  instrumeuts, 
he D oimred out, could talk With its own 
submarines when -they were miles away 
one direct their movements ainst an 
nemy's vessels. Professor Fessenden 

Said that the oscillators already were 
installed on tte American dreadnoughis 
Wyoming, Utah, Delaware and Florida 
and the submarines of the “ D’’-class. 

Professor Fessenden said a _ vessel 
would need two of the instruments, one 
on either side, which would enable an 
officer to determine the. direction from 
which the signal comes. The pbattle- 
ship, he added, would be able to tell 
within “ few degrees the position of 
the submarine. his would be made 

ossible by. al distance indicator with a 
Pral graduated in thousands of yards. 

In answer to a question ag to whether 
his invention did not increase the ter- 
rors of the submarine, Proféssor Fes- 
senden replied: 

‘That is true for dréadnoughts not 
equipped with oscillators, but for others 
that are able to listen with electrical

Ossible for a ship's officer to hear the 
ropeller movements of an enemy's sub- 
rine while it is miles away. With our 
existing apparatus we can detect such 
propeller sounds at a distance of two 
miles, and we have a sound-amplifying 
device that will extend this distance to 
five les or more.’

Japan to Supervise Control There— 
Wilson Corrects Tokio. Reports 
as to American Attitude,

TJEN-TSIN, China, March 28, (Dis- 
patch to The London Morning’ Post.)— 
Excitement here is increasing, owing 
to the arrival of large bodies of Japa- 


tung Province. A thousand Japanese 
arrived yésterday at the City of Tsi- 
nan-fu, where the situation is catsing 
anxiety to the Chinese. Government. 
The later has warned the officials of 
the Tsi-nan-fu Railway to prepare to 
stop railway service, so far as foreign- 
ers are concerned. 

The Chinése are thoroughly perplexed 
by. Japan’s moves and fear the worst, 
owing to reports appearing in Japanése 
newspapers of interviews with military 
officials, in which they discuss the prac- 
ticabijlity of marching on the Chinese 
capital. should the latter be transferred 
inland.; Throughout the negotiations 


China has displayed the most concilia- 
tory spirit. It friction should. occur in 
consequence of Japan’s military invasion, 
Japan, in the opinion of the Chinese, 
would be solely to blame. It.is held 
that the situation does not warrart such 
arrogant measures as are now inflam- 
ing. popular opinion against . Japan, 
whose repeated assurances that she de- 
sires to preserve peace in the Far East 
are declared to be ludicrous, in the light 
of the most recent-deveiopments. 

It cannot be too strongly emphasized 
that the smallest spark may now cause 
a widespread conflagration in China and 
render unavailing ail the Government's 
efforts to’ pacify the nation. 


PEKING, Wednesday, March 24.—Five 
articles bearing on the Japanese de- 
mands upon China were initialed as con- 
cluded by. the Chinese Fo orsisn Minister, 
Lu .Cheng-Hsiang, and Eki Hioki, the 
Japanese Minister, at the conference 
held at the Japanese Legation yester- 
da The Japanese Minister recently 
suffered slight injuries by a fall from a 
horse: His condition did not permit 
him to go to the Chinese Foreign ffice, 
hence the ‘meeting was transferred to 
the legation.

‘GETTING A NAVAL RESERVE. 

" There is a promise‘that we shall soon 
have @ naval reserve, made up of men 
who served in the navy and were hon- 
orably. discharged. The’ number of 
such men still eligible for service is, it 
seems, largely conjectural, The Navy 
Department, has begun to hunt for 
them through, the mails, which is “a 
good enpugh way when ‘there is no 
better, -and, of course, there willbe 
many disappointments, But if only 
10,000 able-bodied, well-seasoned vet- 
erans are enrolled in the reserve with- 
in a year, we shall be that much better 
off, -The department is hoping ‘to get

the Germans are united in the, determi- 
nation to win the war; therefore their 
victory is inevitable. 
' The deduction .from ,the, premises is 
logically .sound, and it can be attacked 
‘only’ by» denying ‘propositions which to 
the. writer of. the letter presumably 
seemed axigms no more questionable 
than those upon which geometry rests. 
While he holds that opinion, .argument 
with him, in any -proper sense of the 
word, is obviously impossible.’ As a 
matter of fact, our. correspondent un- 
consciously started. with ‘his conclusion, 
and’ arranged his premises to suit his 
need. They are absurdly far, for any- 
body not a German of his type, from 
being self-evident truths. Indeed, it is 
their falsity that is self-evident, for 
Germany’s determinatton to do a: thing 
proves ability as. little .as it. proves 
rightness, and there remains at least an 
excuse for hoping that this confident 
soldier is jncorrect in the assumption 
that his fellow-countrymen of eyery 
class agree with him as to the origin, 
the progress, and the termination of the 
war.

He Does Not Exist, Especially Not

To the Editor of The New York.Times: 

There is a great lot of nonsense written 
about the American Indian, and the ‘idea 
that he is a perfectly dreadful character 
ready to stab and kill on sight has been suc- 
eessfully fostered. by. most. of our novelists. 
It is not romantic to describe the Indian as 
@ reasonable, tractable person, full of fun; 
he must be, for literary purposés at least, a 
fiendish ‘being, obdurate,’ defiant, to the last 
ditch, So the dispatches with regard: to the 
recent Pai Ute disturbance in Utah pictured 
the ‘‘ Red Devils ’’ as renegade murderers, 

All of us who know the Indian as he is knew 
immediately that the affair had been wrongly 
handled, and that the probability was that 
the Indians were’ not altogether to blame. 
The French saying, ‘‘ Look for the woman,” 
is paralléled in the West when there is an 
Indian uprising by ‘‘ Search for~tké. white 
man,’ for nine Pi out of ten it {fs the 
white man’ who has created the situation. 
The easy success of General Scott, in settling 
the difficulty proves once more how reason- 
able the Ifdian is, and how quickly he list- 
ens when a man of character, in whom he 
has confidence. speaks to him. These. Pai 
Utes were pretty sure, if taken by the ordi- 
nary posse, to be executed on the snot, or 
if they were tried, the trial would have been 
a@ one-sided affair, but when a man like Gen- 
eral Scott went to them with an assurance 
of fair play, they knew they would get it, 
and surrendered themselves. 

I understand that it was the belief of many 
of the Pai Utes further West, who were not 
involved in the trouble, but who .knew the 
circumstances, that Tsenegat would be lib- 
erated by a.court of justice if all the facts 
et nied case of the dead Mexican were brought 


“OIG Monty. Mas born in HouseRed .Vaney, 
North Arizona, a descendant of Pai Utes 
am whom I traveled. extensively, and 
often alone, forty. years ago. They were 
entirely peaceable at that time, and seem to 
have been ever since till this recent resist- 
ance.

President of Elmira College Greatly

Dr: Alexander Camerom MacKenzie, 
for eighteen years President of Elmira 
College, Blmira, N. Y., died at his home 
in that city” ‘yesterday from kidney 
disease.
